am loyment series for the last quarter of 1958 showed seasonal 
fluctuations, A fall in the number of persons on unemployment benefit 
between July and November was largely offset by a rise in December, and 
there is no indication that the general slackening in the emoloyment 
position which becaine evident earlier in the year has been overcome, 
Coal production in 1958 was a record, and steel and electricity output 
also continued to exoand. Jactory production in general remained 
steady towards the end of the year but ih many instances was well below 
the peak of earlier periods, New howe building was at a relatively high 
level while other building activity fell off in recent months, Seasonal 
esnditions throughout the year 1958 were generally favourable, and good 
crop and clip results are expected for t ¢ current season, The wool 
price continued weakening towards the end of 1958 when it was at the 
lowest level for about ten years,

Comuonwealth Emolovmment Service and Factory Survey figures for 
New South Walcs (see p. 146) indicate that while there was a seasonal 
employment rise in some industrics towards the end of the year the overall 
enployment position did not change much, and it appears that the growth 
in pepulation and available work force during 1958 was not fully matched 
by increased emsloyment onnvortunitics, 


The most recent figures available for aggregate civil employment 

in New South Vlales showed a rise of 3,3CG to 1,128,200 in October 1955, 
which was below the April peak of 1,130, C00, That risc was at least 
partly a seasonal movement and corresponded to a similar increase in October, 
1957. Tne inereasc was mainly in private employment the total of which 
remained 1,100 Less than a year carlier, The principal rises during 
October, 1958 were in building and construction, whcre employment had lagged 
during the winter moaths, in retail and wholcsale trade and in the hotel 
industry, all o? which usually take on staff during the early sumner months.

Commonwealth Smployment * Service reports for New Sveuth Wales for 
December 1958 Show a risc in the number of unolaced applicants from 31,800 
to 34,300, the increase being confined to imale applicants. This is at 
least partly a seasonal movement, due to school leavers becoming available 
and firms deferring engagemcnts until the new year. But it is a greater 
rise than in Deccuber 1957, and in the earlicr years of labour shortage this 
movement was much smaller. The number of unplaced “applicants at the end of 
1958 was 225 higher than a year earlier and the highest since 1953. The

Yew home building activity in New South ‘Yales remained compara- 
tively high in November 1958, The number of approvals, 3021, and their value, 
£9.4m,, were exceeded only in two months of 1958 and they were considerably 
higher than for November of 1957 or 1956, The aggregate figures for the 
eleven months ended November 1958, 30,855 dwellings valued at £98m, were 12% 
higher than for this period of 1957 and about 33% higher than in 1956, The 
value of other types ef »: vrovals did not show a similar rise, Their value 
of £3,8m, in November 195? vas the lowest for any month of the year. In 
the eleven months the value of factory approvals in 1958 was a little more 
than in 1957 but less than in 1956, and there was enly a small rise in 
commercial building approvals over the two years, However, ‘other building’, 
which includes schools, hospitals cte., rose appreciably in the 1958 period. 
The total value of building approvals was £165m, in the 1958 period, as against 
£139m, in 1957 and £150m in 1956,

New South “ales coal production was maintained throughout 1958 
at the high average of 320,000 tons per working week and reached the record 
total of 15,/m. tonsfor the year, This is about 350,000 tons or 2s above 
the previous record reached in 1957, Jefore that coal output has reached 
15m tons only in 1954 and 1952, Froduction in the immediate pre-war 
period had averaged about 10m, tons, rising to an averazc of lim. tons 
during the war years and 13m, tons in the first ten years after the war, 

The principal increase in 1958 was on the Northern ficld which produced a 
record 8.8m, tons (56 of the total) from underground mines, The expansion 
on the Southern field continued but the increase was not as great as in 
recent years; they produced 293% of the State total, For the third year 
in succession there was a small decrease in output from ‘Yestern mines. 
Openecut productionof 720,000 tons in 1958 was a little less than in BY 
and represented only $% ef the State total, Consumption figures (available 
up to thc middle of November) suggest that increased use of coal for 
elcetricity generation and stecl making and larger oversea exports more 

than offset a decline in use of coal by the railways and gas works.

Good rainfalls were recorded over most parts of the State during 
December 1958 and they were of particular benefit in ae re reas which had 
had little rain during the early summer, 


Seasonal conditions throughout 1958 were generally favourable for 
the rural industries, ifter the 1957 drought with an overall rainfall 
average of only about two thirds of normal, good falls in the first half of 
1958 brought rclicf, Rainfall in some winter months was relatively light 
in inland districts but pastures and stock were in good condition and the 
weather remained favourable for the sowing of crops, Dub iteLeny rath an 
most districts during the early summer censured a good season for the rural 
industries in most parts of the State, The rainfall for the year 1958 
was a little above the long-tcrin average in most divisions and nowhere much 
below it, in contrast to the more extreme conditions of the three preceding 
years. The favourable weather conditions of 1958 also helped to minimise 
flood and bushfire losses during thc year.
